Area tax bill $14.8 million; collections begin

Quad-City area property owners 
began paying their 1979 tax bills this 
‘week—by mail, at local banks and to 
the collectors of the respective town- 
ships in which they live. 

Overall, area property owners of 
Granite City, Nameoki, Venice and 
Chouteau_ townships have been billed 
for a total of $14,829,696 in real estate 
taxes. There are no personal property 
extensions to be collected this year. 
= The billing is an increase of $641,932 
‘over last year’s total real estate tax 
Dilling of $14,187,764. 
= Tax bills were placed in the mail, 
beginning Monday, by the office of 
County Treasurer’ Michael “Mick” 
‘Hefikhaus after preparation of the bills 
was completed during the weekend. All 
bills are being mailed directly from the 
county treasurer’s office this year, a 
departure from the practice last year in 
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which some of the township collectors 
were permitted to pick up the bills and 
go over them for the correction of 
addresses. 

Henkhaus said his office is ex- 
perimenting this year in a procedure 
involving the mailing of an envelope 
addressed to the county treasurer in tax 
bills of four sampling townships, and a 
notice asking the taxpayer to send the 
check for payment of the tax bill in the 
addressed envelope. This would take 
the payment directly to the county 
treasurer, 

The.townships in which the testing is 
being done includes Granite City 
Township. This brought protests from 
City Treasurer Nick Petrillo, who also 
is the Granite City township collector. 
He said his office attempts to collect as 
much of the tax bill locally as is 
possible. 

Petrillo said the Jocal collection is 
important because tax collections are 


two months late and tax agencies are in 
serious need of tax revenue. His office, 
he said, is able to make a much quicker 
distribution of tax monies than is 
usually done by the county. 

Granite City taxpayers are being 
billed for a total of $8,709,673 which is an 
increase of $487,330 over last year’s real 
estate tax billing of $8,222,343. 

Petrillo said taxpayers may pay their 
bills as soon as they receive them by 


mail, and may make payments to any 
of. the Granite City banks, or to his 
office, by mail or in person, in the city 
hall here. 

Nameoki Township taxpayers are 
receiving bills for a total of $2,749,234, a 
decrease of $65,924 below last year’s bill 
of $2,815,158. 

Frieda Ballew, Nameoki Township 
collector, said payments may be made 
in person or by mail to her home, 74

Ninety days to pay taxes 


Madison County taxpayers, in- 
cluding those of the Quad-City area 
of Granite City, Nameoki, Venice 
and Chouteau Townships, will have 
90 days to pay their tax bills this

The total school? budget 
approved by Thompson. is 
$2. 6 billion. 

“Despite declining 
enrollments of about three 
percent a year, our public 
schools continue to receive 
top priority for available 
funds,” Thompson said. 

“I ‘have approved total 
funding for. our common 
schools this year that is $25.8 
million more than recom- 
mended in the March 
budget. 

“At a time when fiscal 
prudencé is dictated “by, a 
national recession, the funds 
being provided for basic 
education are ample 
demonstration of the high 
priority afforded education 
by both the governor and the 
General Assembly.’ / 

Earlier, Thompson signed 
legislation to provide: $1.5 
billion in ‘distributive aid 
under the formula; 

$389. million: in. General 
Funds categorical grants for 
mandated and other grant 
programs such as special 
education, bilingual 
education, vocational 
education and gifted student 
programs; 

$33 million for operation of 
the State Board. of 
Education; $281 million in 
teacher retirement support 
at the payout level; 

And $441,6 in non-general 
revenue grants for 
economically deprived 
children, school nutrition 
programs, ~ vocational 
educational and programs 
for the handicapped. 

The formula changes 
approved by the governor 
provide ¢ontinued phase-in 
of improvements in the 
formula begun in 1979-80, 
including “full access to 
state aid: dollars by all 
districts, thereby reducing 
the incentive to increase 
taxes.’

State programs 
aid handicapped 


SPRINGFIELD — Be- 
tween fiscal year 1971 and 
the present, Illinois has 
helped rehabilitate nearly 
100,000 handicapped citizens 
while doubling its spending 
to aid the disabled, Comp- 
troller Roland Burris says. 

Issuing his latest monthly 
fiscal report, Burris noted 
that action is continuing in 
the state to further expand 
and broaden work with 
these citizens, beyond “‘just 
employment goals,"’ with a 
shifting emphasis toward 
helping ‘‘more and younger 
handicapped’ Mlinoisans to 
be self-sufficient.” 

The fiscal report, which 
details the status and goals 
of the new cabinet-level De~ 
partment of Rehabilitation 
Services — formerly the di- 
vision of vocational rehabili- 
tation — also notes that the 
state continues in a solid 
fiscal position, but warns of 
a continuing threat of still 
higher unemployment in the 
future. 

Revenues, Burris said, 
were $100 million higher 
than expenditures in the 
first 10 months of the fiscal 
year which will end June 30. 

In the 10-month period, he 
said, month-end balances 
topped the half-billion-dollar 
mark for seven months. 

Should forecasts of more 
unemployment be correct, 
Burris said, that factor plus 
some easing of inflation

could indicate that the re- 
cession may be both sharper 
and briefer than earlier pre- 
dicted. 2 

On the rehabilitation pro- 
grams, Burris said that in 
the last nine years, 99,743 
handicapped Illinois resi- 
dents completed agency re- 
habilitation programs and 
“returned to useful lives,” 
while state spending for re- 
habilitation rose from $23.9 
million in fiscal year 1971 to 
$54.7 million in fiscal year 
1979, an increase of more 
than 128 percent. 

Of more than $23 million 
spent by the agency in fiscal 
year 1979, Burris said, 27.7 
percent went for diagnosis 
or evaluation, 24.6 percent 
for restoration, 29.7 percent 
was for training and 16.5 
percent went to direct sup- 
port payments. 


Because of changes since 
last July 1, the new code 
department has had authori- 
ty to channel handicapped 
children into rehabilitation 
programs at an earlier age, 
which has resulted in 6,000 
more clients, 700 more staff 
positions and a $15.5 million 
budget increase for the 
agency, he said.

Changes in Social 
Security disability 


Major changes have been 
made in the Social Security 
disability program. These 
include changes in benefit 
computation, Medicare and 
the trial work period. 

The new law limits the 
total: benefits payable to a 
worker and his family. 

Under the old law, there 
were times when a disabled 
worker and his family 
received more in benefits 
than the worker had 
received in take-home pay 
before. becoming disabled. 
As a result, there was less 
incentive for the worker to 
return to work. 

‘The new law limits family 
benefits to the smaller of 1% 
times the worker’s benefit or 
85 percent of his average 
monthly earnings before 
becoming disabled. The limit 
has no effect on the worker’s 
own benefit. 

Eligibility for Medicare 
protection for people who 
receive Social Security 
disability benefits can be 
extended for 36 months after 
monthly benefits end. 

Under the .old law, 
Medicare protection ended 
when benefits stopped. 

‘This applies only to people 
who have not recovered from 
their impairments but have 
returned to work, and whose 
eligibility has not ended 
before December 1980. 

Recent improvements in 
the law will help many

Under the old law, vir- 
tually ‘all of a disabled 
person’s earnings counted in 
deciding whether he or she 
was able to perform sub- 
stantial gainful work. 

Starting in December 1980, 
certain impairment-related 
work expenses that a 
disabled person pays can be 
deducted from earnings 
before deciding if the ear- 
nings show that the person is 
able to perform substantial 
gainful work. 

These expenses include 
attendant care cost and the 
cost of medical devices, 
equipment, drugs and ser- 
vices necessary to control an 
impairment. 

In the old law, disabled 
workers received benefits 
during a trial work period of 
up to nine months to test 
their ability to work, 
provided they continued to 
be disabled. 

If at the end of this period 
the person was able to do 
substantial gainful work— 
generally indicated by 
earnings of $300 or more in 
1980—payments stopped 
after an additional three- 
month adjustment period. 

If the work attempt later 
failed, a new application was 
required before disability 
benefits could start again. 

Under the new law, if a 
person’s impairment makes 
it necessary to stop work 
again within a year after SS 
or SSI disability payments 
stop following a trial work 
period, benefits can be 
restarted automatically. A 
new application is not 
needed. 

Also, disabled widows and 
widowers are eligible for a 
trial work period. These 
provisions are effective in 
December 1980. 

People applying for Social 
Security disability benefits 
under the old law were 
responsible for charges 
made by their doctors, 
clinics or hospitals for 
preparing medical reports. 

Effective this December, 
the Social Security 
Administration will pay a 
reasonable charge for any 
medical reports that’ it 
requests from non-federal 
institutions and physicians. 
A similar authorization 
already exists for the SSI 
program.

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State economy being hit hard 


Illinois economic _ in- 
dicators are falling along 
with those _ reflecting 
national'trends, according to 
University of Illinois 
economists and August 
Illinois economic data sheets 
released’. today by the 
Deprtment of Commerce and 
Community Affairs. 

“The economy has con- 
tracted abruptly since early 
this year,” Professor 
Williams R. Bryan of the U. 
of I. Bureau of Economic and! 
Business Research said, 
“following” a prolonged 
period of lagging growth and 
gradual deterioration. 

‘ ‘There has been .a 
‘weakening in demand, and 
that: is reflected in some 
recent moderation in in- 
flation and a dramatic 
reduction in. interest rates.” 
, Despite these relative 
improvements, unemplo- 
yment throughout the nation 
continues to rise; con- 
struction starts continue to 
decline—more drastically in 
Tinois than nationally—and 
the Federal Reserve Board’s 
index of industrial 

‘oductivity has dropped at 
ajrate of more than 13 per- 
cent annually. The index 
measures the output of the 
nation’s mines, factories and 
ulilities, 


In July, linois unem- 
ployment stood at a 
seasonally adjusted rate of 
9.8 percent, while the U.S: 
adjusted rate was 7.8. The 
Illinois rate rose 1.2 percent 
over June, while the U.S. 
increase was .1 percent. 

Illinois is being hit harder 
than the nation as a whole 
because of employment 
declines in heavy industries, 
particularly those associated 
with the sagging U.S. 
automobile market. 

Downstate, agricultural or 
chronically economically 
depressed counties sustained 
unemployment rates. that 
approached or exceeded 20 
percent. This June, the rate 
was 20.3 in .Alexander 
County, 18.9 in Hardin, 17.5 
in Knox, 19.7 in Pope and 19.5 
in Pulaski County. 

Macon County (Decatur) 
appears to be the hardest hit 
of the industrial counties, 
showing, a June unem- 
ployment rate of 14.2 per- 
cent.

The Illinois delegation, 
holding strong for President 
Carter, contributed more 
votes than any state in the 
nation to the political down- 
fall of Sen. Edward Kenne- 
dy, D-Mass., at the Demo- 
cratic National. Convention 
in New York recently. 

The Illinois delegation 
cast 153 of its 179 votes 
against the Kennedy-backed 
“open convention” drive and 
in favor of the Carter- 
pushed “faithful delegate” 
rule. No other state cast that 
many votes in support of the 
president. 

On the rules. fight that 
determined the convention's 
outcome, Kennedy counted 
only 26 Illinois supporters — 
23 from Chicago and only 
three from downstate. 


Illinois sent more Carter 
delegates, — 163 — to the 
convention than any state in 
the nation. Kennedy could 
count only 16 delegates, all 
from Chicago, in the Illinois 
delegation. 

All but 10 of the 163 Illi- 
nois Carter delegates sup- 
ported the president by vot- 
ing against the effort to 
block passage of the “faith- 
ful delegate” rule. 

And Carter’s support was 
nearly solid outside of Cook 
County. All of the downstate 
delegates — all elected or 
appointed as Carter dele- 
gates — voted for the rule 
except Douglas Aurand of

The only support for the 
“open convention” came 
from those three Carter del- 
egates, the 16 Kennedy dele- 
gates, and seven Chicago 
delegates ‘who were pro- 
Carter but were persuaded 
to join the Kennedy camp in 
the attempt to reject the 
rule. 

Aurand had said before 
the vote that he was support- 
ing an “open convention” be- 
cause he believes Democrats 
would emerge from the con- 
vention more united if they.

He 
said he still planned to sup- 
port Mr. Carter for the nom- 
ination. 

Jordan, however, was 
irate when the convention 
defeated the minority report 
calling for rejection of the 
rule.

Disturbances Monday | 
outside bowling lanes 


Two persons were injured, 
two others were arrested and 
one youth is being sought in 
connection’ with incidents 
Tuesday night in the parking 
lot of Tri-Mor Bowl, 3701 
Nameoki Road.

Illinois beef plants closing 


By CHARLYN FARGO 


SPRINGFIELD — Large 
beef plants that: serve Lili- 
nois have been going out of 
business in the last year, and 
state livestock producers 
are worried. 

Several packing plants in 
Illinois and bordering states 
have closed recently. 

There are two major beef 
packing plants left in Ili- 
nois, Five years ago, there 
were seven. 

A DuQuoin plant. has dis- 
continued its beef operation, 
processing only pork and 
lamb. 

Hunter’s Packing Co. in 
East St. Louis, Illini in 
Geneseo and Dubuque Pack- 
ing Co. in Dubuque, Iowa, 
are also rumored to be near 
folding. 


Industry leaders cite 


decreasing cattle herds in 
Illinois, increased volume of 
western processed boxed 
beef, stiff labor costs and 
high unemployment and 
workers’ compensation ex- 
penges as reasons for the 
plants’ troubles. 

Cattle numbers are down 
partly because of a reduc- 
tion in the number of cattle 
feeders in the state. 

“Small to medium feedlot 
operations are getting 
older,” said John Killam, 
president of the Illinois Ani- 
mal Industries Council, a 
newly formed group com- 
posed of representatives of 
all facets of the animal in- 
dustry. “The business is so 
capital-intensive (that) 
younger pele can’t get into

Herds are down because 
there are fewer packing 
plants, and there are fewer 
packing plants because 
there are less cattle. 

“We used to have a lot of 
small plants located where 
cattle were fed,” said Jerry 
Hicks of the council. 

“But the cattle have 
stopped being fed because of 
transportation costs,” said 
Hicks, “We should be a live- 
stock area because we've 
got the feed grains here.” 

However, the packers are 
going where the cattle are to 
save transportation ex- 
penses, “Before the. plants 
started leaving five years 
ago, cattle in the Southwest 
brought $1.50 less than here. 
Today, they’re bringing $2 
more because they’re closer 
to the plants. That translates 
to $15 to $20 less for finished 
steers,” Killam said. 

Local packers. claim 
boxed beef is growing com- 
petition, no matter how far 
away the plant is located. 

“Major packers in the 
West — Kansas and Nebras- 
ka and the like — are going 


. into boxed beef pretty - 


heavy,” said Killam. “They 
contract with the major 
meat suppliers. Local cus- 
tom suppliers can’t make a 
bid.” 

Killam said Illinois cattle 
used to be loaded. for New 
Jersey markets to be 
slaughtered’ there, Now 
boxed beef has taken over 
that market. 

Labor costs at packing 
plants will run $11 to $13 an 
hour per worker. With boxed 
beef, the cost is cut by more 
than half. 

“With boxed. beef, you 
layer steaks, paper, steaks. 
It takes a lot less labor to 
take them out, wrap. and 
sell,” Killam said. 

Boxed beef isn’t the only . 
force pushing packing plants” 
out of the state. 


“Many left because of 
workmen’s compensation 
and unemployment compen- 
sation reasons,” Killam said. 

“Nllini Beef in Geneseo is 
the largest cattle slaughter 
plant in Tilinois. Labor de- 
manded more than they 
could meet, So they said they 
would go out of business. In 
this case,‘labor has backed 
off for the time bei 


Hicks is worried that the 
decline in the number of 
beef packing plants may 
also indicate a trend in hog 
packing plants. 

However, Killam ‘says 

pork doesn’t lend itself to 
boxing because it's not aged’ 
like beef. 

“Pork has to be 
slaughtered and put right 
into trade,” Killam said. 
“The shelf life of pork is 
much less. Major packers 
don’t market half a hog.” 

John Romans, meat spe- 


cialist with the University of 


Llinois, said high interest 


| rates are another cause of 


fewer plants. 

Swift and Co. was dumped 
by its parent company, 
Esmark, because it couldn’t 
provide profit margins de- 


“manded by the company. 


“When they look at the re- 
turn from dollar invest- 


ments, there are other things . 


more profitable,” said Lew 
eGraff, executive vice 
resident of the Illinois Beef 
‘ Council. “The Swift plant at 
Rochelle was 18 years old. In 
the packing industry, that’s 


obsolete. For a business to 
update, it may not be profit- 
able for a long time.” 

Tronically, spiraling trans- 
portation costs \d save 
the Illinois cattle industry. 
Killam estimates that semi- 
trailer truck costs were $1 to 
$1.10 per loaded mile a’ year 
ago. and’ now are $1.80 per 
loaded mile. 

“Everything points: to 
transportation costs continu- 
ing to ris¢,” he said. “If that 
does happen, we'll have an 
economic lever because Illi- 
nois is nearer to consump- 
tion, There’s a possibility it, 
may ‘encourage some beef 
production to come back. 
here.” 


‘The trend has affected 
larger packing plants more 
than smaller ones, 

Although industry leaders 
are that. prohibitive 
transportation costs will 
keep Illinois’ cattle industry 
alive, they are not sitting 
idle. The council was formed 
this spring with the goal of 
improving the atmosphere 
of animal industry in the’ 
state. Members met recently. 


to talk about solutions to the. 


problem. 


“We discussed what we 
could do to encourage more 
animal industry in [linois,” 
said Hicks. “We're talking to, 
packers that may be going 
out: of business and we're 
going to talk to the (state) 
Department of Commerce 
and Community Affairs to 
see if they can’t help. 

“We're very concerned. 
The climate is bad.” 

DeGraff said he is con- 
cerned because fewer 
buyers will be competing for 
beef.

Money is running out 


By RAY SERATI 


SPRINGFIELD — If pres- 
.-ent trends continue Illinois’ 
Unemployment Insurance 
money will run out by the 
end of this year. 

If this does happen Illinois 
will once again have to bor- 
row money from the federal 
government to replenish the 


fund. At the present time it 


is very doubtful that unem- 
ployment benefits: would be 
cut off. s 

“At the present: rate of 
payment,” said Les Kuczyn- 
ski of the Bureau of Unem- 
ployment in the Illinois 
Labor Department, “it is es- 
timated that the fund will 
run out in December.” 

If this happens the state 
will have to borrow federal 


funds for the program in 
January, February and 
March. It would be an inter- 
est-free loan, but the money 
has to be repaid. In April, 
employers will be ‘paying 
their unemployment taxes. 
So this should help give the 
fund a boost. 

Illinois. has already bor- 
rowed in recent years from 
the federal government and 
this money is to be repaid 
toward the end of this year. 
From December 1975 
through March 1978 the state 
borrowed $946.5 million to 
help meet claims filed by 
the state’s jobless. However, 
there are indications that 
the state won’t be able to 
repay the money to the fed- - 
eral government at this 
time. 


Because of this inability to 
pay, employers in the state 
will see a 0.3 percent hike in 
the regular unemployment 
tax. This will be done in an 
effort to raise about $75 mil- 
lion to make the first pay- 
ment toward paying off the 
federal loan. Presently the 
tax is on the first $6,500 paid 
each employee. 

Ever though the state still 


“owes the federal loan, Kuc- 


zysnki feels, the federal gov- 
ernment will go ahead with 
another loan. 

The Illinois Unemploy- 
ment Trust Fund was hit 
hard starting this last 
spring. Since that time 
claims being filed for pay- 
ment have reached record 
numbers. Labor Department 


officials expect this to con- 
tinue. 

According to Labor De- 
partment statistics in June 
there were an estimated 
98,616 claims filed through- 
out the state. The total pay- 
out in benefits for June was 
$106.4 million. In June Ili- 
nois reported an 8.6 percent 
unemployment rate. 

This will probably hold 
true for July, according “to 
Kuczynski. 

Meanwhile Labor Depart- 
ment officials are hoping 
they can get a study under 
way to determine what tax 


level is needed to keep the” 


trust fund afloat. However, 
this probably won't be done 
until after the Legislature 
gets under way next year.

WASHINGTON — Farm- 
‘ers; merchants. and others 
who depend upon railroads 
to bring them supplies and 
“move their products may 
find themselves paying a 
higher price for the rail ser- 
vice. 


_- And, ironically, they could 
lose access to needed, track 
after paying higher shipping 


fees to make the service ~ 


more profitable for rail- 
toads, 

This (possibility éxists:be- 
cause of a twist in ‘complex 
tailroad: deregulation, legis- 
lation, a bill ostensibly in- 
tended to make railroads 
more competitive in terms 
of price and service. 

But one little noticed pro- 
vision in the House bill has 
produced confusion and con- 
sternation. as to. its intent 
and effect. : 

Deregulation opponents 
say it would enable railroads 
to abandon track at will sim- 
ply by: increasing shipping 
fees via surcharges which 
could be ‘levied without the. 
prior Interstate Commerce 
Commission approval re- 
quired for, rate increases, 

The railroads, which back 
deregulation, say it would 
bring them a reasonable fi- 
nancial return, while mak- 
ing it more difficult to aban- 
don unprofitable track. 

Those conflicting in- 
terpretations are being 
given to language-added to 


the House deregulation bill 
by Rep. Ed Madigan, R-IlL., 
a.member of the Interstate 
arid Foreign Commerce 
Committee which has ap- 
proved the bill. 

The conflict arises be- 
cause Madigan’s language 
links abandonment provi- 
sioris with surcharges made 
possible under another sec- 
tion of the bill. 

“Under the. House bill, the 
railroads would be able to 
assess shippers a surcharge 
on products sent under joint 


_ rates over more than one 


Failroad line. 

Any of the rail’ lines in- 
volved could assess the sur- 
charge if the railroad’s 
share of the joint rate was 
less than 110. percent of its 
variable costs (fuel, mainte- 
nance and labor). The charge 
would be applied on the less 
used lines, track carrying 
fewer than thtee million 


: tons per milé-each year. 


The provision. Madigan 
added says that. when any’ 
rail carrier applies a sur- 
charge, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. can rule 
that there has been a “de 
facto” abandonment ‘of the 
track involved. 


‘Although Madigan’ aides 
insist the provision was in- 
tended to benefit. shippers 
and’ not the railroads, some. 
shippers disagree. 

The Madigan language

Fort Sheridan 's 
‘future in doubt

WASHINGTON — The De- 
partment of Defense plans 
»to whittle down Fort Sheri- 
dan’s responsibilities 
“salami style” until there is. 
no reason left far it to exist, 
Rep: Philip Crane, R-Mount 
Prospect, charged recently. 
Crane,’ whose northeast- 
ern Illinois district includes 
“$heridan, said ‘he has 
learned from unnamed De- 
fense . Department sources. 
that DOD: plans to shift the 
Military) Enlistment “Pro- 
cessing: Command (MEP- 
-COM) from Fort Sheridan, 
located about 25 miles north 
of Chicago, tothe Great 
Lakes Naval Training Sta- 
“ition at Chicago.” 

MEPCOM, which process- 

es the paperwork on enlis- 
-tees from all. military 
branches, has a staff of 

about 90 civilians and 125 

military personnel. Fort 

Sheridan’s total authorized 

strength is about 1,500 mili- 

‘tary and about 1,400 civilian 
‘workers. 

In a protest letter to. De- 
fense Secretary~ Harold 
Brown, Crane said DOD. 
plans to take the action 
without any consultation 
swith Congress as to the rea- 
‘sons for the move. But 
‘Crane offered reason of his 
‘own. 

“This move. clearly. con- 
stitutes the beginning of an 
attempt to reduce the. num- 
ber-of command activities 
‘at Fort Sheridan for the ex- 
press purpose of closing the 
Thstallation,”" Grane said in 

Crane urged Brown to dis- 
continue any steps to lessen 
Sheridan’s military, compo- 
ents until DOD cah demon- 
strate its “operational ne- 

ity and economic feasi- 
bility.” 

A DOD said 
they had no comment on 
Crane’s letter which was 
being reviewed, but added 
no decision has been made 
on MEPCOM. 


“There have been a num- 
ber of realignments pro- 
posed,” the spokesman said. 
“This is just one of .many 
that is being studied. I do 
know it is being logked at 
now.’” 

Crane, if an interview 
with Copley News Service, 
noted that’ there have been 
previous studies aimed at 
closing the fort, all of which 
have been unsuccessful. 

“This is part of an ongo- 
ing effort to whittle. down 
the fort’s responsibilities 
salami style so they (DOD) 
can say that Sheridan 
serves no useful function,” 
Crane said in the interview. 

-“What is disturbing to me 
fs that. they will take this 
responsibility ‘today, anoth> 
er tomorrow and then they 
will close down ‘the fort be- 
cause they will say there are 
no’ major functions being 
performed there,” we 

‘The fort’s current major 
function is to serve as’ the 
headquarters for the Army’s 

- Recruiting Command. 
Crane said the fort, which 
served as a training center 
during World War Il, should 
be preserved because it has 
a_ strategic location in the 
event it becomes necessary 


‘to mobilize forces in the 


event of civil. disorders or 
military emergency. 

Crane is attempting to 
muster congressional co- 
sponsors to protest any 
MEPCOM move, but he will 
get no aid-from Rep. Robert 
McClory, R-Lake Bluff, who 
has opposed previous at- 
tempts to close down Fort 
Sheridan. 

Although Sheridan is not 
in McClory’s district, many 
of McClory’s constituents 
work at the fort. A 

. However, McClory, whose 
district does include Great 


ing to Robert L. Graves,

Outlook is good 
for state lottery

SPRINGFIELD 
“Things have never looked 
better” for the Illinois lot- 
tery, says state lottery Di- 
Tector Richard Carlson. The 
‘Feason, he says, is the new 
gaily game, added to the 
Stable of lottery entries in 
February. 

Though the numbers of 
agents selling lottery tickets 
around the state has 
gropped “‘slightly”’ (from 
4,000 last year to about 3,800 
how), Carlson said there is a 
waiting list of people wish- 
ing.to become agents for the 
daily game, and said he was. 
at a loss to understand re- 
ports by some agents in 
Northeastern Illinois that 
‘“the:lottery was in trouble’’ 
based on their sales. 

~Carison told Copley News 

Service he is convinced ‘tfis- 
cal '79 will be the bottom of 
the decline (in sales and 
revenue)” and. said he is 
convinced the current fiscal 
year is going to be a real 
winner and next year will be 
even better. 
«In terms of dollars, the 
Jottery has always been 
profitable,’ he said, adding 
that traditionally, new 
weekly and instant games 
attract heavy buying when 
they are first introduced and 
then gradually go downhill 
in sales until the games are 
replaced, after the initial 
stock of tickets is sold. 

“Usually, sales run $1.2 
million to $1.3 million a 
week.when a game is intro- 
duced,” he said, “‘and drops 
to about $700,000 by the end 
of that same game.”” 

Carlson denied that the 
current recession and high 
unemployment. rates have 
had any impact on lottery 
ticket sales. 

‘This is the same money 
people spend on magazines, 
on cigarettes and beer and 

ig to the movies,” he 
said. ‘‘We always see a sea- 
sonal drop in the summer, 
when people are on vacation 
arid their patterns change, 
and around the holidays 
when there are other de- 
mands for these dollars.” 
The new daily game, he 
said, does not appear to 
have impacted much on the 
other current games — two 
weekly games and one in- 
stant game— since each lot- 
tefy. game seems to appeal 
to a specific segment of the 
buying market. 

“The instant game has a 
grand prize of $1 million,” 
he said, “and some people 
play for that.” 

The daily game, he said, 

is aimed at a different mar- 
ket'— people who want to 
pick their own ticket num- 
bers, and want a chance at a 
lot of smaller prizes, with 
the opportunity to know the 
same day if they have won 
Anything. 
« A random: checking of a 
few agents in Springfield 
generally supported Carl- 
son’s position on the current 
‘status of the lottery. 

One agent in. a popular 
supermarket at the west 
side of town said his sales 
had been declining gradual- 
ly.since the store first start- 
ed_ selling lottery tickets, 
when the state lottery began 
in,1974, 

He said his firm has no 
desire to handle the daily 
game (‘‘From. what I hear, 
it’s a real nuisance and 
takes up too much time’’), 
but. is not considering drop- 
ping sales of the weekly and 
instant tickets he now han- 
dies, though he estimated 
sales had dropped by 40 per- 
cent since the lottery began. 
“It’s a convenience we pro- 
vide for the customers,” he 
said. 

‘Two west-side drugstores 
said they dropped out as 
lottery ticket agents some 
time ago, but a downtown 
branch of one said sales 
there are at the same level 
now they were about a year 
ago, adding that store and 
its sister in the western resi- 
dential area are waiting for 


game. To do so, they must 
also sell all other lottery 
game tickets. 

A chain supermarket lo- 
cated near the business dis- 
trict reported sales steady 
for the last year, as well. 
That store also sells weekly 
and instant games, but does 


not sell the daily. In nearly a- 


paraphrase of Carlson, the 
store manager there said 
“Buying lottery tickets is 
like buying booze or ciga- 
rettes — people will find the 
money if they want to.” 

At one of the city’s larger 
package liquor stores, the 
Manager said sales had 
soared since he added -the 
daily game recently, and 
‘said that sales of the other 
games for some reason had 
also gone up, since the daily 
game was added. 

As of early June, Carlson 
said, there were 540 daily 
game terminals in use in the 
state, with new ones being 
added at the rate of about 10 
a week, depending on speed 
in getting connections on 
telephone lines. The state 
has a three-year contract 
with Control Data to supply 
terminals, he said, with 
long-range plans calling for 
nearly 2,000 daily terminals 
in place and on-line by the 
end of that three-year peri- 
od. ; 

In the period befpre the 
daily game was adopted, 
Carlson said, sales were 
about $1 million weekly. 
Since the daily game start- 
ed, that figure has risen to 
about $3.5 million weekly, he 
said, with a prize payout 
rate of about 52 percent: 

Already, Carlson said, 
sales in the first 10 months 
of the current fiscal year 
have exceeded the totals for 
the full last fiscal year. He 
predicts that the lottery will 
end the fiscal year at the 
end of this month with $98 
million in sales, which 
should generate $34 million 
to $36 million in profit to the 
state. 

Next year, he recently 
told a Capitol press confer- 
ence, he believes the lottery 
could well produce $173 mil- 
lion in ticket sales. 

Though he denies the rest 
of the lottery is in any diffi- 
culty, Carlson said the lot- 
tery officials ‘are always 
looking at all aspects of the 
games, but we’re not look- 
ing at. phasing out every- 
thing but the daily.” He 
‘said, however, it was ‘“‘possi- 
ble’’ the state could “drop 
back to one weekly and one 
instant game.” 

‘Though comparative fig- 
ures for the previous year 
were not available, Carlson 
provided figures.on the cur- 
Tent number of agents, and 
the’ volume of sales, in the 
six northeastern, Illinois 
counties which ring Chica- 


go. 

These show Du Page 
County leading the field with 
184 agents, of whom 12 are 
agents for the daily game, 
with $2,483,939 in sales be- 
tween last July 1 and April 
30 of this year. Through May 
26, his figures show, daily 
sales had accounted for 
$239,484 of that total. 


Will County was sécond in 
numbers of agents — 107, 
including nine daily game 
agents — but with sales of 
$1,196,059 from last July 1 to 
‘April 30. Will County trailed 
Kane County in sales. Kane, 
with 102 agents including 
seven for the daily game, 
sold more than tine in 
lottery tickets in the 
with $410,424 of that ‘amount 
in daily game sales. Will 
County’s daily game sales 
totaled $279,405. 

McHenry County, with 61 
agents including two daily 
game sellers, took in 
$710,594 in the fiscal period 
through last April 30, with 
$42,094 coming from daily 
game sales.

Bureau feels that promotions 
of this nature are not in the 
public interest. 


State surviving—so far

SPRINGFIELD — How is 
Illinois faring in the current 
recession in comparison 
with other states? 

Not too bad, but not too 
good ... with the big test yet 
to come. 


That’s about the only con- 


clusion to be reached from a 
flock of midyear reports 
from various state, federal 
and private economic ana- 
lysts. 

Illinois clearly is not as 
well off as the so-called Sun- 
belt states such as Florida, 
Arizona and California 
where recession is some- 
thing you read about in the 
newspapers. But neither are 
things as bad here as they 
are in the northeastern in- 
dustrial states like Massa- 
chusetts where recession has 
worsened a long-term eco- 
nomic decline. 

In comparison with other 
states in the Great Lakes re- 
gion Illinois also shapes up 
fairly well. The economic 
situation here, for instance, 
is far better than it is in 
Michigan, a state most simi- 
lar to Illinois in size, popula- 
tion and economic diversifi- 
cation. 

The automobile collapse 
has brought depression con- 
ditions to Michigan with De- 
troit suffering unemploy- 
ment of close to 20 percent. 

But Illinois certainly can- 
not be complacent about its 
own unemployment. In June 
the rate climbed to 8.6 per- 
cent, the highest since the 
Great Depression. The per- 
centage translates into some 
465,000 workers out of a job. 
The state Labor Department 
has warned that unemploy- 
ment could climb to 9.7 per- 
cent by year’s end which 
would mean well over half a 
million Ilinoisans idled. 

Illinois’ June unemploy- 
ment rate was substantially 
higher than the national rate 
of 7.7 percent, a slight drop 
from 7.8 percent in May. In 
Tllinois the trend was re- 
versed with the May unem- 
ployment hitting 7.9 percent. 

But for the great mass of 
Illinois workers still on the 
job life continues to be good. 
‘A recent report by the U.S. 
Labor Department's Bureau 
of Labor Statistics showed 
that Illinois is fourth among 
the states in average annual 

ay. 
. Workers in Mlinois have 
an average annual pay of 
$13,063, a shade below those 
in’ Michigan, who average 
$14,622. Alaska is high at 
$20,487 and in the District of 
Columbia (Washington) a 
bountiful government pro- 


vides an average salary of 
$16,145. 

More good economic news 
for Illinois was included in 
an analysis by the Confer- 
ence Board, a highly re- 
spected national economic 
group. It found that Illinois 
ranks fifth among the states 
in per capita income behind 
Alaska, Nevada, California 
and Connecticut. 

Per capita income for the 
Great Lakes region that in- 
cludes Illinois was placed by 
the board at a relatively 
high $8,200 a year. 

Illinois, like other major 
northern industrial states 
has a serious problem in 
welfare. Almost 1 million 
persons statewide receive 
public aid of some type and 
almost $3 billion of the total 
Illinois $14.5 billion budget 
goes for that purpose. 

Gov. James R. Thomp- 
son’s budget people are 
keeping a close watch on the 
public aid rolls. Any substan- 
tial increase over the next 12 
months could push Illinois to 
the brink of financial crisis. 
The state entered the new 
fiscal year on July 1 with a 
general fund balance of 
close to $400 million. During 
legislative debate with Dem- 
ocrats, Thompson and his 


budget administrators insist- 
ed that the $400 million bal- 
ance must be retained as a 
cushion ‘against deepening 
recession. 

‘Their caution appears jus- 
tified. Most economists 
predict that the recession 
will “bottom out” around the 
first of the year. But most 
also say that unemployment 
will remain high — at about 
8.5 percent or more — 
throughout most of 1981. 
This would mean a severe 
drain on the Illinois public 
aid budget. 

Concern about the welfare 
load also prompted the 
Thompson forces to insist on 
a continued 5 percent-a-year 
limit on cost-of-living raises 
for public aid recipients. 
Democrats had pushed for 
an increase about double 
that, citing the soaring rate 
of inflation. 

The 5. percent raise will 
mean an increase of about 
$18 a month for a welfare 
family of four, bringing its 
total monthly income to 
$368. For comparison pur- 
poses, a similar family in 
Texas receives $140 a 
month. Texas has about 
300,000 persons on its wel- 
fare rolls.

Higher state 
scholarships 


Governor James. R. 
Thompson approved 
legislation Wednesday to 
increase the maximum 
monetary award for 
recipients of Illinois state 
scholarships. 

It increases the maximum 
award for full-time students 
in 1980-81 to $1,900. from 
$1,800, and to $950 from $900 
for part-time students. 

In 1980-81,. the scholarship 
program is expected to 
award grants to 84,000 
students. Of the.84,000, about 
37,500 are .expected to be 
students attending private 
institutions. 

“Phe measure is part of a 
record $85,800,000 program 
for the. Illinois State 
Scholarship Commission in 
this fiscal year. 

“The increased maximum 
award allows Illinois 
students to maintain. some 
financial flexibility . in 
choosing a_ college. or 
university. This will directly 
benefit undergraduate 
students attending private 
colleges and universities,’’ 
the governor said.

And when I see these other 
propositions that would take 
a (financial) meat-ax to our 
government by two people 
not from this county, I am 
concerned.” 

This was the comment of 
George Moran of Granite 
City, retired appellate judge, 
after he filed three Madison 
County 10 percent tax cut: 
proposals. Monday — af- 
ternoon. They are to appear 
on the Nov. 4 ballot, blocking 
inclusion of five 25 percent 
reductions. 

The deadline for such 
filings is Aug. 18, and Moran 
moved faster than did James 
‘Tobin, president of National 
‘Taxpayers United of Illinois, 
and Richard Suter, an. ac- 
countant for the group. Both 
of the latter reside in’ the 
Chicago area, 

“We have .forced. their 
hand. They. never © would 
haye put those propositions 
on the ballot if it wasn’t for 
us,”’ Tobin said Tuesday. 

Tobin still plans'to file five 
25 percent tax cut petitions 
next Monday, but the State 
Board of Elections has ruled 
that only the first three 
proposals can be included— 
and the initial three were 
submitted by Moran. 

Moran's petitions call for 
lowering the maximum tax 
rate for each $100 assessed 
valuation from 10 fo nine 
cents for the county highway 
fund, from 5 to.4% cents for 
the county bridge fund, and 
from 5.to 4% cents for the 
federal aid matching fund. 

NII call for a 25 
percent reduction in the‘ 
juvenile detention home 
fund, highway fund, general 
fund,- bridge fund and 
supervisor of assessments 
fund, 

Moran’s ballot questions 
provide for a rate reduction 
only for 1980; the NII cuts 
would be permanent, 

Among those helping 
collect signatures’ for the 
Moran proposals were 
county employees and of- 
ficials, including, Auditor 
Arthur ‘‘Pete” Fields. 

Assistant State’s Attorney 
Don Smith of Madison 
County said state law allows. 
only three such proposals on 
the general ‘election ballot, 
and that the first , three 
received will automatically 
go on the ballot. 

Noting that the Chicagoans 
favor reducing the county. 
juvenile detention home rate 
here by one-fourth, Moran 
said this. would be “‘in- 
tolerable,”” 

He noted that the county’s 
general -fund — finances 
operation of the sheriff's 
department, the courts, the 
county clerk, the statd’s 
attorney, the county nursing 
home and the shelter care 
home. 

“If we would reduce the 
general fund in any way, we 
would . severely cripple 
services in the county. What 
we have done is propose a 
sensible approach to the tax 
problem in our county—one 
that is not going to cause a 
permanent rupture of our 
government,’’ Moran 
commented.

Immunizations, 
health exams 
for students 


Classrooms throughout the 
state soon will begin to fill 
for another school year, and 
officials are pointing out that 
it is time to see that all 
Illinois school children are 
fully immunized against 
certain childhood diseases 
and given proper health 
examinations. 

State law requires that all 
children entering Ilinois 
schools, public and non- 
public,§ be immunized 
against polio, diphtheria, 
tetanus, pertussis (whooping 
cough), measles and rubella. 

The law also calls for 
physical examinations for 
children entering school for 
the first time, and those 
beginning the fifth and ninth 
grades. 

Children failing to meet 
the immunization and 
physical examination 
requirements may be ex- 
cluded from attending 
school. 

Beginning this fall, public 
school districts reporting 
“ess than 80 percent of their 
students having met the 
immunization and physical 
examination standards as of 
Oct. 15 will have ten percent 
of each state aid payment 
withheld until the com- 
pliance level. is reached. 

By Oct. 15, 1981, the 
compliance level for schools 
will be permanently set at 90 
percent 

‘According to the Illinois 
Department of Public 
Health, approximately 90 
percent of the children in 
Illinois need to be im- 
munized in each of the 
disease categories in order 
to prevent epidemics of any 
of the diseases.

Big demand for GC 
vocational graduates 


By ROY McCONKEY 
Piacement Counselor 

A summary of placement 
and career programs and 
activities in 1979-80. in 
Granite City schools shows 
total applications of 435, with 
925 contacts and 340 in- 
terviews. 

In-sthool applications 
totaled 239 in the fall of 1979, 
with 577 contacts and 196 
interviews. 

In the spring of 1980, the 
figures were 141, 250 and 100. 

Post-graduates continue to 
contact the office for part- 
time, temporary and full- 
time employment _— op- 
portunities. 

There have been more 
applications from those who 

* graduated two years ago or 
more, due perhaps to the fact 
that the placement service 
has now been in operation for 
five years, and old friends 
remember. 

Post-graduate _applicat- 
ions for both semesters 
totaled 55, with 98 contacts 
and 44 interviews. 

The placement ofice 
continues to make three or 
four referrals for most job 
opportunities. 

At the present time; we 
send return postal cards with 
each applicant, but they are 
not consistently returned; 
therefore, it is difficult to 
estimate the placement rate. 

We have had several in- 


stances of employers who, « 


after hiring our students, 
contact the office for ad- 
ditional referrals. 

We have also been ; in- 
formed that our graduates 
have been given’ very 
responsible positions after a 
relatively short trainig 
period. 

‘One active and well-paying 
employer recently decided to 
contact our placement office 
first when an entry-level job 
opportunity becomes 
available. This decision is 
directly’ related to. the 
quality of our graduates. 

Some examples of recent 
quality placement and the 
level of earnings indicate 
approximately $12,000 per 
year at an area lumber yard, 
up to $19,000 per year at 
McDonnell-Douglas (three 
placements) and $750 to $800 
per month for business 
majors. 

All these students were 
vocational education 
majors. : 

In addition to direct 
placement activities, the 
placement counselor has had 
the opportunity to attend 
class meetings, classrooms, 
and special group meetings 
to accept applications, 
provide career development 
activities, or report on 
special job trends and op- 
portunities. Some of these 
activities were: 

Feb. 18 — Prather Junior 
High School, career and 
employment trends, to all 
8th graders. 

Feb. 28 — Beginning on 
this date and continuing 
during the semester, 28 class 
hours were conducted on 
“career and job seeking 
skills’’ with senior com- 
position classes. 

April | 22 Future 
Education Day for North 
High juniors and seniors; 
Mrs. Mills, coordinator. 

April 29 Future 
Education Day for South. 
High, ‘all students*ttivited; 


Mrs. Kopsky, coordinator. 

May 9 — All vocational 
education majors at South 
High in the junior and senior 
years attended a two-hour 
training session on ‘‘job 
seeking skills.” 

May 14 — All vocational 
education majors at North 
High in the junior and’senior 
years attended ‘‘job seeking 
skills.’” 

During the past year, at 
least 22 industrial vocational 
education classes were given 
career and __ vocational 
placement information. 

Also during the year, at, 
Jeast 15 vocational business 


education classes were given » 


career and vocational 
placement information. 

The Computerized 
Vocational Information 
System, CVIS, continues to 
be offered to our students, 

This year, all juniors in 
American History, II-classes 
were the.target group. 

The Guidance Department 
expects. to provide this 
service to all consumer 
home management students. 
in the 1980-81 school year. 

This past. year, the 
placement counselor con- 
ducted 68 CVIS sessions with 
classroom groups. 

On two occasions, one each 
semester, the unit clerk 
class from South High was 
taken to. St. Elizabeth 
Medical Center for orien- 
tation information. 

The “Massey. tapes’’ were 
shown three times to district 
personnel with equipment 
secured from Belleville Area 
College, Lewis and Clark 
Community College and the 
Granite City Steel Training 
Department. 

Over 30 visits were made 
to new employers during the 
year. Some of the 
organizations and employers. 
contacted during the year 
included:

State hopes to limit-raffles to worthiest causes only 


© Raffles for many years have occurred in 
Pa “grey area””—condoned by most citizens 
“but illegal, particularly when they in- 
,volved use of the mail. 
*° This lack of federal sanction, which 
among other things inhibits news coverage 
“of the activity, will continue. But a con- 
siderable degree of legitimacy has now 
“been conferred on raffles by an Illinois 
Maw, House Bill 2976, which was signed 
Aug. 5 by Governor James R. Thompson. 
" The double standard is somewhat 
similar to that affécting bingo games. 
‘Bingo is legal in Illinois under specified 
circumstances, but cannot be publicized in 
advance in letters or mailed publications. 
(An exception is the Illinois state lottery, 
which can be reported openly thanks to 
"specific Congressional authorization to do 
0.) 
* Raffles undoubtedly will remain 
‘somewhat on the fringe of respectability, 
since most of them involve payments that 
“exceed ‘the reward. But many people 
regard them as harmless, as long as there 
s.a worthy cause. 
© ‘The governor took considerable pains to 
‘assert that he favors only ‘‘good”’ raffles, 
‘not “bad.” 

He commented while signing the bill, 
“This new law will not legalize the sleazy 
pull-tab and jar-game racket. It simply 
will allow a legitimate non-profit 
organization to use a raffle—if local of- 
Yicials approve it—to buy new school band 
‘uniforms and instruments, to pay 
Ssomeone’s medical bills, or to finance 
‘similar causes. a 

“Raffles in Illinois appear to be widely 
accepted, as indicated by the great 
number of them that are run now 
(illegally, he might have added, but didn’- 
t 


). 

“This legislation will permit them to run 
legally when local approval is given by the 
county (for unincorporated areas) or the 
municipality. There is an automatic repeal 
provision for Jan. 1, 1983,” Thompson 
noted. The law went into effect as of Aug. 
5. 


‘The new law provides that the governing 
bodies of counties or municipalities may 
Lestablish systems for licensing 
‘organizations to run raffles, with each 
license issued good for. only one raffle. 
Licensing may occur only after a licensing 
system has been approved by a city, 
“village or county governing body. 

Each local licensing system must limit 
tthe total retail value of all prizes or 
{merchandise awarded by a licensee in a 
‘raffle, limit the maximum value of each 


prize, limit the price of each raffle chance, 
and limit the days during which chances 
are sold, 

Licenses may be issued only to religious, 
charitable, labor, fraternal, educational or 
veterans’ organizations operating as not- 
for-profit entities for at least five years, 
conforming essentially to the Illinois bingo 
law. 

Governing bodies of municipalities may 
authorize raffles only within their 
territorial limits, and county boards may 
approve them only within, county borders 
outside municipal boundaries. 

Felons, professional gamblers or 
gambling promoters, persons not of good 
moral character, and firms or 
organizations in which such persons are 
active or employed are ineligible for a 
raffle license under the new law. . 

The entire net proceeds of a raffle must 
go to the lawful purposes of the 
organization conducting that game, with 
no persons other than members of the 
sponsoring organization to participate in 
the running of the raffle. Persons under 
age 18 cannot participate in conducting 
raffles or in buying chances. 

Each raffle manager, designated as 
such by the licensing entity, must be 
bonded for an amount set by the licensing 
authority. Records, including itemized 
distribution of the net proceeds, must be 
kept by the sponsoring group. 

Violations of the raffle law are defined 
as Class C misdemeanors. 

Further. underscoring the link with 
bingo, the new raffle law provides for an 
increase in the maximum aggregate retail 
value of all prizes or merchandise 
awarded in any single day of bingo from 
$2,500 to $3,400: The maximum prize award 
for any one bingo game remains $500 cash 
or its equivalent. 

Legislators undoubtedly were well- 
intentioned, and so much care was taken to 
keep the raffle authorization strictly high- 
toned that it probably will meet with 
widespread approval. 


If we had to find a fault, it would be the 
big regulatory burden placed on local 
government, a task unlikely to be carried 
out in any comprehensive way due to 
budget and manpower limitations. 


Most ‘organizations. will police their 
raffles well, with all net funds going to the 
designated worthy causes, The few Illinois 
groups which avoid full compliance with 
the regulations would appear to have a 
good chance—no pun intended—of getting 
away with it.

Corrections teachers 
are seeking better pay 


By JOAN MURARO 


SPRINGFIELD — When 
the 180 teachers in public 
school district 428 enter 
their classrooms daily they 
face classroom situations 
widely different from those 
which meet their counter- 
parts around the state. 

Classes probably will be 
small — five to 15 students 
— but the student body 
could be made up of a ra- 
pist, a murderer, two 
robbers and an embezzler. 

Their classrooms are’ in- 
side prison walls. There are 
guards in the halls outside 
the closed classroom doors. 

School district 428 lies en- 
tirely within the various ju- 
venile and adult facilities of 
the Illinois Department of 
Corrections. 

‘The teachers feel their un- 
usual position would, any- 
where. else, entitle them to 
special considerations. In- 
stead, they say, they are 
getting . special treatment, 
all right, and it’s all wrong. 

Correctional educators, a 
group of them has charged, 
work 50 weeks a year, must 
pay 100 percent of their own 
retirement system contribu- 
tions, and must pay it 12 
months a year, while receiv- 
ing a salary which is less 
than that of teachers in 
“street” (non-correctional) 
settings. 

They charge they work in 
“constant danger,” and are 
in fact in more jeopardy 
than most prison guards. 

Richard Hinckley, acting 
superintendent of schools 
for district 428, says he and 
department officials agree 
the teachers are “losing 
ground, salary-wise,” com-. 
pared with teachers jn other 
School districts, but he disa- 
gregS about the risk ele- 
ment. 

“When they are in the 
classroom, there is a guard 
in the hall,” he said. “‘Some 
of them (the teachers) ap- 
parently are somewhat 
upset because elsewhere in 
the institutions, there usual- 
ly are two or more guards 
present when inmates are 
on hand. 

“Only one incident involv- 
ing a threat or actual harm 
to a teacher was reported to 
our office last year — there 
could be other cases ‘of 
threats which were handled 
at the institutional level, and 
didn’t get beyond that point, 
but I think cases overall are 
rare.” 

Hinckley said he feels the 
prison teachers “‘are in no 
greater danger than other 
employees inside the walls, 
and they’re probably safer 
than they would be in some 
public schools.”* 

Hinckley said he and Cor- 
rections Director Gayle 
Franzen, among others, 
fully supported the educa- 


tors’ feelings that they are 
entitled to more than they 
~ are being paid, and took that 
position when a group of the 
teachers requested wage.ad- 
justments through the state 
Department of Personnel. 

The request, as well as a 
request that their personnel 
classification be changed to 
list them as “‘correctional 
educators” rather than as 
“educators,’” were turned 
down by the Personnel De- 
partment. 

Personnel Director Wil- 
liam Boys said he has in- 
structed. his department’s 
pay division to review the 
situation, but he said he “‘se- 
riously doubts they will find 
anything that would justify 
a change.”

On June 30, 1979, my 
brother came home about 1 
a.m. and surprised a man 
trying to break into ‘his 
home. 

During a discussion as to’ 
the man’s reason for being 
there, the man produced a 
gun and shot my brother 
twice, ence in the foot and 
once in the chest. 

He was taken to the 
hospital and a friend came 
over and told me that he had 
been shot. My husband and I 
went immediately to the 
hospital. 

We were only allowed in 
the room for a few seconds, 
and then were instructed to 
go to the surgical waiting 
room, where. we waited. 

Bob was brought up on the 
elevator and the doctor 
spoke to us and told us that 
Bob's chances of living 
throughs the surgery were not

already told Bob that he did 
not expect him to live, and if 
he knew who had shot him, 
he had better tell the police 
at that time. 

‘The next few hours were 
spent getting in touch with 
his pregnant wife, who was. 
out of town. 

When the doctor spoke to 
us after the surgery, he said 
that he had removed the 
spleen, that the bullet had 
pierced the lung and torn 
away part of the stomach,

Then at the end of the week, 
Friday night, he ended up in 
emergency .surgery. An 
adhesion wrapped around 
his intestine. 

That mistake nearly cost 
him his life. After this 
surgery, he was transferred 
to another hospital, where he 
spent a few more weeks. 


When he was released, he 


was told by his doctor that he 
would have to wait until he 
was completely healed 
before he could have his 
colostomy reversed.

Logsdon clearly enjoys running the 
races and has done so for five years. As 
he pushed his cowboy hat back on his 
head he said, ‘‘The kids we have race 
here are great. There’re few trouble 
makers. The kids really help each other 
out.”” 

Jackie Sweet, secretary of the not- 
for-profit Collinsville Bicycle Club, 

agreed with Logsdon that the kids are 
cooperative. 

“Tf one kid wrecks his bike, another 
one will give him his bike to ride,” she 
said. 


Logsdon was quick to comment on the 
fact that so many. people can par- 
ticipate in bike racing. 


“If you've got a-baseball team, only 
nine people could play. If you have a 
football team: only so many people 
could play. Out here everyone has the 
same fair chance. Everyone can ride,” 
Logsdon said, mopping his brow, his 
hair damp under his hat from the heat.

Stranz says his relation- 
ship with Mann has been 
blown out of proportion.

Laser surgery reduces trauma 


By SALLIE JO BURTON 

When the word “laser” 
comes up in most con- 
versations these days, it is 
probably attributable to the 
laser swords used ‘as 
weapons in “Star Wars.” 

However, the galaxy was 
not the setting for the 
demonstration of a Cavitron 
CO2 surgical laser in the 
Edwardsville office of Dr. 
Obert M. Lay. 

Patrick Callender and 
Sarah Schorfheide were the 
willing subjects as Dr. Lay 
demonstrated the painless, 
non-traumatic hemostatic 
removal of several moles. 

The moles removed from 
the back of Dr. Lay’s step- 
son, Callender, were small. 
No local anesthetic was 
administered. A_ local, 
however, was given to 
remove the larger growth on 
Sarah Schorfheide’s back. 

As the Collinsville and 
Granite City physician 
aimed the laser on the mole, 
it was only seconds before 
the growth disappeared in a 
literal “‘puff of smoke.” At 
the end of the procedure 
there is a distinct smell as 
the tissue disintegrates. 

The name laser is, an 
acromym derived from 
Light. Amplification by 
Stimulated Emission. . of 
Radiation. 

The Cavitron model, in- 
Stalled in -Dr. Lay’s 
Edwardsville and Granite 
City offices, does not emit 
any radiation. 

According, to James 
Dodds, medical ‘sales 
executive for Cavitron 
Lasersonics, the laser itself 
is a device for converting 


some form of “pumping” 
energy into a beam of light 
which can be used for a 
variety of purposes, notably 
surgical removal of tissue. 

The laser, he continued, 
effectively ‘removes tissue 
because the highly con- 
centrated energy of the laser 
beam is totally absorbed by 
the water which constitutes 
appoximately 85 percent of 
most living tissues. The 
energy is converted into heat 
and causes flash 
vaporization of the cellular 
water at 100 degrees cen- 
tigrade. 

Dr. Lay,’ who recently 
donated a Cavitron to the 
‘surgical department at St. 
Elizabeth Medical Center in 
Granite City, said the laser 
frees him from a procedure 
that tied up‘a great deal of 
his and the patients’ time. 

“The surgeon said he had 
recently used the laser to 
remove 150 lesions from a 
man’s. body. No local 
anesthetic was . necessary, 

The model demonstrated 
by Dr. Lay, complete with 
several attachments and a 
microscope, costs right at 
$38,000. 

The physician said the 
adjacent tissue remains 
relatively unaffected 
because of the - pinpoint 
precision of the laser. This 
‘was not true with the former 
procedure used. 

‘There is minimal bleeding, 
if any, and reduced trauma, 
improving post-operative 
comfort, rapid healing, 
reduced edema, Jess pain 
and minimal scarring. 

Because only the laser 
beam contacts the tissue,

viruses, there is inherent 
sterility. 

There is also improved 
visibility, “because the 
surgeon has a direct line of 
sight into the operating area, 
and there is less risk of 
metastasis (transmission of 
disease from an original site 
to one or more sites 
elsewhere in the body) 
because it destroys 
malignant cells struck by the 
beam. which also coagulates 
small blood vessels and 
lymphatics. 

In addition to Dr. Lay’s two 
lasers and the one he 
donated to St. Elizabeth, 
there are others at Barnes 
Hospital and ‘Cardinal 
Glennon Hospital in St. 

is. 


Louis. 

Dodds said that to the best 
of his knowledge, there is 
only one other laser in the St. 
Louis area. It is used by a 
Belleville plastic surgeon. 

Dr, Lays’ wife Glenda, who 
until recently was his scrub 
nurse, has also received 
training on the use of the 
laser. 


The physician received 
advance and _ intensive 
training in the .use of the 
Cavitron at Herbert Hospital 
in New Orleans. The Lays 
also trained at Ravenswood 
Hospital in Chicago. 

Dr. Lay said he will use the 
laser primarily to remove 
warts, moles and birth 
marks. Small basal cells, 
malignant tumors suffered 
by farmers, sailors, con- 
struction workers and others 
in the sun a great deal, can 
be removed by the laser. 

However, the procedure 
will not be used to remove 
other cancerous cells. They 
must be excised. 

The cost to remove a 
lesion, Dr. Lay said, will run 
from $25 on up, depending on 


* size, depth and location. The 


removal of face lesions will 
cost more because the 
surgical procedure is more 
tedious. 


In the near future; the 
Lays will use each other as 
guinea pigs and use the laser 
to remove spider veins from 
their legs.

6,378. Sangamon County had 
33,382 students in the fall of 
1971 according to the report 
and 27,487 students in the 


* fall of 1979. Sangamon was 


slightly ahead of Cook Coun- 
ty which had 1,049,313 in the 
fall of 1971, and 854,848 for 
the fall of 1979. So on a per- 
centage change Sangamon 
stayed ahead of Cook, but no 
on the total number of stu- 
dents. 

LaSalle County started the 
fall of 1971 with 24,784 stu- 
dents and 19,334 students in 
the fall of 1979. In the fall of 
1971, Livingston County had 
6,130 students in the fall of 
1971 and 4,492 students in the 
fall of 1979. 

The northeastern counties 
were matched with the cen- 
tral Illinois counties in an ef- 
fort to-see what was devel- 
oping with school enroll- 
ments for the public schools 
in two areas of the state that 
have a mixture of farming, 
industry and office-type of 
employment, along. with 
government employment. 

Overall the report said en- 
rollment for the period 
dropped 348,275 students. 
The projections are that the 
drop in the public schools 
will continue for the next 
decade. Early projections 
are that an increase won't be 
seen possibly until the 1990- 
91 school year. 

In total enrollment for the 
1979-80 school year only, 
non-public schools in Illinois 
had 341,923 students, The 
total: covered kindergarten 
through the 12th grade level. 


Public’ school enrollment 
figures are always a subject 
of concern and debate. The 
figures become very import- 
ant in the General Assembly. 
when legislation is being dis- 
cussed about state finances 
in ratio to students. As the 
General Assembly tries to 
struggle once and for all to 
set down a basic state aid 
formula the statistics might 
be taking on added signifi- 
cance.

of House Bill 3204 which 
includes the expanded cir-

The latter program is 
called a duplication of 
existing federal programs 
which provide financial help 
for low-income families with 
high utility bills. 

“Such new grants would 
not only be duplicative, but 
also would interject the state 
into the national energy 
policy area, a clear federal 
responsibility,” the governor 
said. 


—Veto of House Bills 2860, 
2892 and 2847, all of which 
would have granted 
exemptions from the state 
income tax for interest in- 
comes. 

“I cannot approve this 
legislation for four reasons,” 
Thompson said. ‘First, to 
the extent that these calls 
are designed to stimulate 
savings deposits, such tax 
incentives should be a 
function of federal, not state 
tax law. 

“Second, when relief af- 
forded by these bills is not 
only misdirected to the 
wealthy, but is insignificant 
in terms of individual relief. 

“Third, a combination of 
continued high spending, 
annualization of earlier tax 
relief, and the deep wounds 
of recession threaten to 
halve our current available 
balance by the end of this 
fiscal year. Approval of 
these bills under these cir- 
cumstances would be 
financially reckless. 

“Finally, one of the best 
features of our income tax— 
unlike that imposed by other 
states—is that it is broad- 
based, flat rate, and low- 
cost.

“The result has been the 
development. and __ in- 
stitutionalization “of a 
lifestyle falsely based on 
cheap and abundant energy. 

“Any legislative proposal 
to further mess up the 
pricing structure, as SB 1518 
intends to do by making 
gasohol less expensive, is 
economically unwise 
because it only helps put off 
the time when we will 
ultimately have to swallow 
the bitter pill of total price 
deregulation. Using gim- 
micks in order to conserve is 
unwise and ineffective. 

“Second, I happen to favor 
the use of gasohol. I have 
directed the state fleet to 
convert to gasohol. 

“I fully believe that 
gasohol’ will develop as a 
wise alternative energy 
source.. It -will develop, 
however, as soon as it is 
economically competitive in 
its own right. 

“When the auto user can 
travel farther and cheaper 
on gasohol- than on 
altenatives, the user will 
choose gasohel — and it will 
be for sound economic 
reasons which reflect a wise 
allocation of resources. 

“To implement a subsidy, 
via tax. exemption, merely 
encourages increased 
gasohol use which is not in 
fact an efficient use- of 
resources at the moment. 


“It would essentially cause 
people to purchase one item, 
which. is more costly to 
produce than another item, 
because of the tax break. 

“That kind of unwise and 
expensive allocation of 
resources which leaves us 
poorer, in terms of basic 
resources, rathér than 
richer.

More pupils to get free 
or reduced price meals 


Due to federal revisions in 
family income guidelines for 
free and reduced price meals. 
more Illinois 
school children will ‘be 
eligible for the program this’ 
year. 

The revised . income 
guidelines. are used to 
determine if a child qualifies 
for free or reduced prick 
breakfasts and lunches, The 
maximum cost of a reduced 
price breakfast under the 
guidelines is ten cents and 20 
cents for. lunch. ” 

Both state and federal 
dollars are used to fund the 
National School Lunch’ and 
Breakfast Program in 
Illinois. 

Because of inflation, the 
federal reimbursement 
rates, which: are updated 
every six months, have been 
increased for schools. par- 
ticipating in the program. 

The federal reim- 
bursement rates for the 
program now total 82 cents 
for reduced lunches and $1.02 
for free lunches. 

Federal dollars reimburse 
the schools for breakfasts, 
where offered, at a rate of 
42% cents for reduced and bee 
cents for free, 

The state reimbursement 
rate is 15 cents for both free 
breakfasts and lunches. 

Last year, Illinois schools 
served 15.6 million free 
breakfasts, 215,000 reduced. 
priced breakfasts, 70.5, 
million free lunches and 5.4 
million reduced lunches. 

While income 
guidelines are the main 
determinant of ‘eligibility, 
special hardships such as 
high medical costs, special 
education expenses due to 
the mental or physical 
condition of a child, and 
disaster or casualty loss are 
also considered. 

A child can also qualify for

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Family life changing but still indispensable

In all cultures, families 
perform two crucial func- 
tions: the nurturance and 
socialization of children, and 
the regulation of sexual 
expression. 

Are today’s families 
faltering on both counts? 

Many people think so. 

The’ «acceleration of 
divorce rates, increased 
incidence of runaway wives 
and children, and simply the 
fact that neighborhoods are 


go off to jobs — all these are 
taken as signs that. the 
family is less’ valued and 
claims less time, energy, 
and loyalty from people than 
it once did, 

Everyone agrees that the 
Americn family today shows 
signs of strain, 

But people disagree about 
where the strain has come 
from, what it means for the 
future and'what, if anything, 
should be done about it.. : 

‘Three main reactions are 
common in the media and 
among the experts; 

1. The family as we know it 
is dying and we must work to 
recapture the strengths and 

‘sacredness, the authority 
that families had in the 19th 


Century. 

2. The traditional family is 
dying and it’s a good thing. 
While it served well as a 
basic organization of life in 
agrarian societies, modern 
industrial life will be served 
better by some new form of 
human association. 

8. The nuclear family will 
survive the current crisis 
and- the changes ‘in 
knowledge and technology 
brought by our ‘‘post- 
industrial’ society. 

While the family will 
probably change in some 
ways | for example, 
develop greater openness 
and cooperation with other 
institutions — it will weather 
the transition because it 
serves important human 
needs: for intimacy, 
meaning, and self- 
affirmation in addition to its 
traditional | functions of 
socializing the. young and 
regulating sex, 

SOURCES OF STRESS. 

‘There is no doubt that the 
family is stressed. Changes 
in our society have increased 
pressure on families and 
have created forces that can 
pull families apart. 

‘A century: ago, in- 
dustrialization and ‘ur- 
banization brought 
disruptive change: on the 
‘farm, family members — 
including very young 
children — work aa 
cohesive unit to produce 
what they needed for. sur- 
vival. 

‘When’ work was ‘removed 
from the home to shops and 
factories, this easy, 
assumed, continuous family 
interaction and in- 
terdependence suffered a 
major blow. 

In_our own times, other 
changes have increased the 
disruptive re. 

The sexual “revolution” 
reduced the control of family 
and church over people’s 
sexual principles and 
practices. 

, ‘The information explosion 
added impetus to changes in 
rules of sexual, conduct. 

‘Women’s ability to control 
pregnancies allowed them to 
plan their lives more com- 
pletely than ever before. 
They could stay in the labor 
force longer, working before 
they had children and when 
they had ‘‘completed”’ their 
families. 

Some observers allege that 
other institutions have 
stripped the family of many 
of its traditional functions, 
such as educating the young 
and nursing the old and 
infirm, and so” have 

the family. 

These critics claim’ that 
experts like Dr. Spock took 
over too much of the child 
raising and left parents 
insecure and ineffective. 

Children raised by per- 
missive parents grew up, 
these critics say, to be self- 
centered and “narcissistic,” 
caring only for their own 
immediate pleasure. 

Such narcissists might not 
have families at all, since 
modern birth control made 
the pleasure of sex available 
to them without marriage 
and certainly without risk of 


pregnancy. 

CHANGES FOR THE 
with these allegations: the 
family may have been 


in people’s lives in other 
ways. 

The separation between 
family life and community 
life, which began with in- 
dustralization, was pushed 
too, far after ,the second 
World War, when the move 
to the suburbs isolated 
families from each other and 
from diverse community 
activities. 

Child raising became the 
focus of women’s full-time 
commitment and work — 
and the test of mothers’ 
worth. This emphasis, it is 

put 


the child, and the family 
became a hothouse, 

No wonder, then, that 
some young people might 
reject the idea of creating 
families of their own. No 
wonder divorce rates rose. 

According to this view, the 
family survived the in- 
dustrial revoltution and it 
will survive the information 
explosion and changes in sex 
roles and sexual morality. 

In fact, these observers 
assert, some of the changes 
may actually strengthen the 
family. 

Women moving into the 
labor force — even when 
their children are young — 
will provide a more 
reasonable perspective for 
child raising. 

It will again be seen as 
part, but not all, of life. 

Surely, such a change will 
relieve the child, who has 
plenty, of work to do 
becoming an adult without 
carrying the whole 
responsibility for parents’ 
lives, meaning and. self- 
esteem. 

Changes in rules and 
knowledge can also 
strengthen family ties. If 
young people wait longer to 
marry because they have 
access to sex before 
marriage, they may be more 
realistic about marriage and 
their choice of partners when 
they do marry. 

By informing us about the 
realities of family life — the 
fact that it is varied and 
complicated, and usually a 
far cry from the ‘picket- 
fenced perfection” we 
thought we should create and 
were sure everyone else had 
— social science and the 
media may free us to work 
out reasonably satisfying 
and stable family lives. 
Victorian families guarded 
their conflicts from public 
view, sometimes at great 
psychological cost. 

Modern families can share 
problems. more openly with 
relatives and friends’ and 
thus gain comfort and defuse 
conflict within the family 
itself. 

SIGNIFICANCE OF 
FAMILIES. 

In a. complicated ' world, 
the family affirms our 
whole, most authentic 
selves. 

We find affirmation of 
abilities at work and in our 
worldly dealings, but the 
family accepts us for what

‘we are, not merely for what 
we do. 

Robert Frost has written: 
“Home is the place where — 
when you to go there — they 
have to take you in.” 

Knowing that there is such 
a place is a great comfort to 


.human beings. 


Some few hardy in- 
dividuals may prefer to find 
all their satisfactions in the 
market — buying the ser- 
vices which families 
traditionally provided. 

But most people will prefer 
to form families and look to 
them for services and, more 
important, for the con- 
nective tissue that defines 
and makes the rest of life 
meaningful. 

In a recent national study 
of family, work, and quality 
of life, my colleagues and I 
found. that Americans 
recognize that marriage and 
parenthood are not .easy 
solutions to all of life’s 
problems. 

They say — much more 
often than people did in a 
similar study in the 1950s — 
that they have had problems 
in marriage, sometimes 
requiring professional 
counseling. 

But they value marriage 


and parenthood very highly 
— more than their jobs, 
leisure activities, or other 
aspects of their lives. 

And they rate their 
marriages ‘‘very happy” 
more often than people did in 
the 1950s. 

While some have used 
professional services, the 
overwhelming majority of 
American adults turn to 
family members for comfort 
and advice when they face 
crises. 

‘The family is still the first 
line of defense in trouble, 
and the central source of 
meaning and joy for most 


ple. 
as 1980 Gallup poll showed 
the family was the most 
important element in most 
Americans’ lives by & 
margin of 9 to 1, 

If we didn’t have families, 
we would probably invent 
them. And that’s apparently. 
what we do. 

Even’ if we find that our 
own particular family won't 
do — if it has become too 
oppressive or destructive — 
‘we go out and form new ones. 

They may-be traditional or 
non-traditional, but families 
of some kind are in- 
dispensable to our humanity.
